“Appointment” Rate 


When the calling party in placing his 
call appoints a definite specified time at 
which he will talk on a “person to per- 
son” basis and the conversation is held 
at the specified time, the “appointment 
rate” applies. 


The “appointment rate” is usually about 
one-half greater than the “station to sta- 
tion” rate. 


The “appointment rate” is computed on 
the day rate between the points involved, 
whether the call is made during the day 
or during the night, and the minimum 
charge is 25c.

Telephone Charges 


After carefully considering the financial 
circumstances of the telephone business in 
New York City, the Public Service Com- 
mission, Second District, on March 17, 
1921, by an order, consented to an in- 
crease in the charges for exchange tele- 
phone service and facilities in New York 
City, effective April 1, 1921. 


The order provides for the elimination 
of the 8% deduction ordered by the Com- 
mission in September, 1919, and the addi- 
tion, after such elimination, of 20% to 
the existing rates. Telephone subscribers 
in New York City will be charged on this 
basis until the Commission finally acts 
upon the Company’s petition for higher 
rates, which was filed August 28, 1920. 


Charges for additional local messages 
used prior to April 1, appearing on the 
April 1 and May 1 bills will be subject to 
the 8% deduction. 


This relief will overcome the operating 
losses the Company has been suffering and 
will aid us materially in securing new capital 
at reasonable rates to continue the work of 
enlarging the city’s telephone system. This 
work would probably have had to be 
postponed indefinitely or stopped had the 
Commission not granted relief. 


Attention is called to the following 
important points in connection with the 
new rates: 


1. The Company has given a bond 
guaranteeing to refund to subscribers any 
amounts paid by them under the new 
arrangement in excess of rates for such ser- 
vice, as finally determined, with interest 
on such excess amounts at the rate of 6% 
per annum. 


2. The order provides expressly that 
this temporary increase is to be without 
prejudice in any way to the final deter- 
mination on the Company’s petition for 
higher rates. 


3. The new charges are only one-fifth 
higher than the rates of 1915, which were 
fixed when the costs of rendering service 
were on a pre-war basis and were far 
lower than present costs. 


4. Your local service today is far more 
valuable than in 1915. You get more for 
your money than you did six years ago, 
For example: 


Under rates fixed by the Commission 
effective July 1, 1915, a subscriber in 
Zone 1 (Manhattan south of 110th Street) 
paying $40.00 per annum for 800 messages 
was able to reach any one of 545,000 
stations in his local message area, while 
now with the increased charges in effect a 
subscriber will pay $48.00 for 800 messages 
and will be able to reach any one of 845,000 
stations within the local message area. 
This comparison holds true generally 
throughout the city. 


The financial situation, which caused 
the Commission to consent to an im- 
mediate increase is the result of enor- 
mously increased operating expenses with 
no corresponding increase in operating 


revenues. The gross operating revenues 
in the city for many months have been 
considerably less than the operating ex- 
penses. With the deficit steadily increasing 
the situation became so serious that we 
were compelled on February 23rd to ask 
the Commission for immediate relief. 
From the facts presented at the hearings 
on the Company’s petition for increased 
rates and from its general knowledge of 
existing conditions, as stated in the order, 
the Commission became convinced of the 
urgency of the Company’s need for im- 
mediate relief. 


During the past two years our payroll 
obligations alone in the city have in- 
creased over $13,000,000 per annum. 
But while our operating costs have risen, 
rates for local service have been reduced, 
although it is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that all costs of conducting business 
and the charges for other services and 
commodities have greatly increased. 


A year ago our service, from causes aris- 
ing out of the war, was far below the high 
standard of efficiency we have sought to 
maintain. We promised you that we 
would bring the service back to its former 
high standard. This has required the con- 
struction of an enormous amount of new 
telephone plant, the engaging and training 
of thousands of new employees and the 
re-establishment of the old spirit of readi- 
ness to serve that existed before the war. 
Tests and records show that the telephone

service is now generally satisfactory. Our 
performance squares with our promise. 


We now promise complete restoration 
of the telephone system as soon as possible. 
It cannot be done immediately. Many 
months must elapse before the new capital 
which we shall draw into the business 
can be transformed into additional building 
accommodations, centralofficeswitchboards, 
cables and numerous other necessary parts 
of the telephone system. We promise to 
again give you the best telephone service 
in the world, in any amount, where and 
when you want it, and without unreason- 
able delay. 


* * * € 


We believe that rates charged for tele- 
phone service should be sufficient to pay 
the necessary costs of operation, including 
fair wages to employees, fair wages to 
capital invested in the plant used by the 
public and provide a reasonable margin of 
safety in the form of surplus. 


Whenever the rates provide more in- 
come than is needed to meet these 
requirements, the excess should be 
returned to the public in the form of 
lower rates. 


New York City’s telephone system has 
been built up during the past forty years 
by the practice of this belief and this 
policy.

F OR the first time since the New York Telephone Company has 
been under Public Service Commission regulation it has applied 
to the Courts for relief from an order of the Commission affecting 
rates for telephone service. 


Application has been made to the United States District Court 
for an injunction to restrain the Commission from enforcing its 
order of March 8, 1922, establishing new rates effective April 
1, 1922. 


We have taken this action reluctantly and only because we believe 
it necessary so as to protect the interests of our investors and those 
of the public we serve. 


Existing rates for service will remain unchanged pending a de- 
termination by the Court of the company’s rights. Bills for service 
have been made out at present rates and are payable at the regular 
time. Information as to any change in rates will be given to you as 
promptly as possible. 


The rates ordered by the Commission, in our judgment, are con- 
fiscatory. They would save the average telephone user about a 
cent a day, but in the aggregate, would reduce our revenues to a 
point that would seriously affect the conduct of the business. 


It is our legal obligation to furnish comprehensive telephone ser- 
vice of a high quality to the public. We can not meet this obliga- 
tion unless our earnings are sufficient not only to pay necessary 
operating expenses but also to provide a fair return upon the 
value of the property actually used in the public service. Unless 
the company’s earnings are at all times fair and reasonable, it will 
be unable to attract the new capital which is required by it con- 
tinually for new construction and the expansion of the telephone 
system. 


Continued shortage of revenue would mean deterioration of the 


service and stoppage of expansion, and the public would be the 
principal sufferers. 


We are sure no telephone user wishes rates reduced at the expense 
of efficient service.

The telephone directory is published for the purpose of 
enabling telephone users to obtain conveniently the telephone 
numbers of our subscribers. Every subscriber needs at least one 
listing in the alphabetical directory for identification purposes. 
Additional listings are also needed by many subscribers for iden- 
tification, but there is a wide variation in the number required by 
different subscribers. As all subscribers require at least one 
listing in the alphabetical directory, there is no reason for making 
a separate charge for the first listing, but in view of the differ- 
ence in subscribers' needs for extra listings, the most equitable 
arrangement is to charge subscribers for each extra listing desired. 


Prior to February first certain additional listings in 
the alphabetical directory were provided without extra charge. 
Effective with the next issue of the directory, all additional list- 
ings for each subscriber will be charged for at $.25 each per 
month. Under this new practice the costs involved in furnishing 
this listing service, which are substantial because of the large 
circulation of telephone directories, will be borne by those sub- 
scribers securing the benefits of such additional listings rather 
than by subscribers as a whole. In other words if no charges were 
made for additional listings, these costs would have to be met 
through higher rates for other classes of service. 


Attached are two copies of a statement showing the present 
listings associated with your telephone service, and the charge which 
will apply, effective July first, for each listing which you wish to 
have included in the next directory. We should appreciate your re- 
turning one copy of this statement to us as promptly as possible, 
indicating such changes, if any, as you may desire to have made. 


The above change in practice relates only to the Manhattan 
Alphabetical Directory, and does not in any way affect any arrange- 
ments you may have for listings in the Classified Telephone Directory.
